Ac- 
cording to the MIDDLE PARK TIMES of Kremmling,CO (9-26-85): 

Two calves were found near the Cow Creek Gulch area Officers discovered 

the male calf had its sexual organs removed with a clean-edged incision, 
while the female calf had an oval shaped section 12 inches in diameter re- 
moved from the underside just in front of the udders as well as a circular 
puncture behind the left shoulder. One adult female cow suffered a clean- 
edged vertical incision running the length of the hindquarter and leg and 
had a circular puncture behind the right ear. A third calf was found with 
its hide completely cut from the underside and pulled over the rib cage so 
the interior was exposed to the open air, officers said. 
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A similar event had occurred on a neighboring ranch in 1983. In that 
case a bull was found to have had a 12 -inch-diameter piece to skin re- 
moved from the underside, in such a way that the internal organs were 
not damaged.

Humans 
have extensive contact with cows and bovine products, Rifkinsaid, 
yet no one knows how extensively these viruses infect the cow pop- 
ulation or if they can spread to people. 

Authorities should find out if these viruses contaminate fetal 
bovine serum, a preparation from cows widely used for growing 
cell tissue cultures, Rifkin said. In addition, stocks of various 
human vaccines that are made from these cultures and the smallpox 
vaccine, which is derived from a cow virus, should be checked for 
possible contamination with animal disease viruses, he said. 
AIDS specialists say they are studying some animal viruses for clues to com- 
bating AIDS, but they claim that they have no evidence that cow viruses 
have a role in promoting the development of AIDS. 

Dr. Bernard Moss, a virus specialist at the National Institutes 
of Health, said that while the AIDS virus is in the same family 
as lentiviruses and other animal disease agents such as bovine 
leukemia virus, it still is very different. Asked about the possi- 
bility of cow, sheep or horse viruses crossing into humans, Moss 
said: "I don't believe this could have happened".

ANIMAL MUTILATIONS ON LONG ISLAND, NEW YORK 
In the Fire Island, Moriches Bay region, and areas inland from there, num- 
erous animal mutilations have been reported, with many of the carcasses be- 
ing found at or around waste dumpsters. The mutilations, which began - as 
far as can be determined - in February 1988, have occurred around Manor- 
haven, Southhampton, Manorville, Patchogue, and Brookhaven hamlet. What 
have appeared to be military helicopters have been seen over some of the 
sites, shining spotlights down. There has been much UFO-and-related activ- 
ity on Long Island. In 1988, the Long Island UFO Network, co-founded by 
John Ford and Richard Stout, was orga nized to investigate the activity . 

LETTER FROM A READER: There was an animal mutilated on our neighbor's property about 
3 years ago. It was a mare that had just foled(sic). The colt was not disturbed but had 
to be reared by humans. The mare was removed from its stall, which had been nailed shut, 
mutilated, and the carcass was deposited between a trailer and a boat about 100 ft from 
the stall. There were no tracks, no blood, and the animal's genitals, tongue, eye and 
ear were missing. The two 600-gal. water tanks in the corrals were drained of all their 
water. There was no investigation of the incident. It was blamed on "cult" worshipers and 
dismissed. That same night or very early morning I was working in my studio, which ad- 
joins our barn. Our mare had just foled and was in her stall with her new colt. About 3:00 
AM I heard what sounded like someone playing a kazoo outside my window nearest the mare's 
stall. I did not respond and kept on working. I cannot help think they were either look- 
ing over our animal or were acting as a lookout while they mutilated our neighbor ' s mare 
400 ft. to the east of our barn. Less than \ mile down from us a bull was mutilated. It 
was the farmer's prize bull & he was really upset. The animal was in a pasture \ mi. from 
the house. It was mutilated and dropped in a tree next to the corral, (from Douglas Co., 
Colorado - Name withheld ) . 



THE TlLTON REPORT 

STIGMATA CD-PUBLISHER AND UFO ABDUCTEE CHRISTA TILTON , WHOSE EXPERIENCES ARE DESCRIBED IN 
DETAIL BEGINNING IN THE FOURTH ISSUE OF OUR OTHER PUBLICATION, CRUX, RECOUNTS HER OWN EN- 
COUNTER WITH A MUTILATED ANIMAL, ALONG WITH OTHER COMMENTS OF INTEREST TO OUR READERS. 

It was early July of 1987. My friend Barbara Coventry and I were driving 
between Tombstone and Douglas in Cochise County, Arizona, on what the locals 
termed "Davis Road". It was in the desert and it was, well ... deserted , ex- 
cept for 1 or 2 houses in a 20-mile stretch. We noticed what appeared to be 
a cow laying beside the road. We stopped the car and saw it was the carcass 
of a deer. Upon walking up to the animal, I could see that the rectum ap- 
peared to have been "cored out", and both eyes looked cut out in the same 
manner. There was no evidence of predators having tried to feed on the car- 
cass. There was no blood or evidence of bleeding, except for what appeared 
to be a little blood that seeped out onto the ground near the rectum. Anoth- 
er vehicle (a rare sight on that road!) approached. It was a Bronco, dark 
blue or black, and it stopped on the other side of the deer from us. A man 
& woman were inside. We expected them to get out but they just sat there, 
staring straight ahead. They were dark-skinned, maybe Mexican, we thought. 
Barbara (in a move we would later agree was uncharacteristic), walked over 
& tried to engage them in conversation, and they still stared straight ahead . 
I insisted Barbara get back in the car & we continued our journey. About 7 
hours later, we came back down Davis road on our return trip. The deer car- 
cass was nowhere to be found. I made some inquiries, asking about other mu- 
tilation reports or perhaps cult activity in the area. Answers were negative 
However, people mentioned that lots of unexplained lights are seen in the 

skies over that area of Cochise County Many of our readers are 

aware of the numerous mutilation reports from Rio Arriba County, New Mexico, 
and especially the area of Dulce and the Jicarilla Apache Indian Reserva- 
tion. Many also know there has been much discussion and conjecture about the 
existence of a "secret" underground base in the Dulce area - maintained by 
our government, or aliens - or both. I believe I was taken into that under- 
ground facility during an abduction. I am in touch with at least two other 
people who describe the same area and experiences - and I know of others. 
This information will be elaborated upon in an issue of CRUX . I have been 
told there was a facility under Dulce decades ago. A man has come forth who 
states that, in the 1950 's, he worked for a Page Construction Co.. They 
worked with the Army Corps of Engineers in building an addition to the al- 
ready-existing underground base. It is now alleged that there is a "Level 70' 
in the Dulce base, perhaps implying the existence of (at least) 70 levels. 

If true, my question is: What did they do with all that dirt?? 

We have information about other underground bases There is much being 

said about a base under Groom Lake, Nevada. A captain in the Air Force tells me there is 
a base under Quartzite Mt. near Groom Lake. I believe there is a facility near Datil, New 
Mexico. The gov't agent I have been dealing with (see CRUX #4) called to say he was going 
on special assignment to Datil - that if I did not hear from him at a certain time to fear 
the worst. We had heard rumors of a base near Datil or Pie Town. Also, we received info^ 
that the nearby Very Large Array radio telescope is directly related to communication with 
& for aliens. When we visited the VLA in late 1988, we noticed air being vented from some- 
where underground. Datil is the nearest town. I did later hear from my gov't, contacts he 
was okay. Information from him and others has disclosed an underground facility in the vi- 
cinity of Blue Diamond, Nevada, near Las Vegas. Also Tonopah, NV, Grand Mesa, CO - and morel!
